C. O. Miniger, who 
says he occupies a minor capacity 
as far as the financial end of the 
deal is concerned, may become 
president of the company after the 
retirement of Mr. Willys, who is 
expected to accept a diplomatic 
appointment. 

There is much speculation as to 
the future of the company. It will 
apparently be in the hands of 
bankers after August 1, the date set 
for the formal consummation of the 
change of control, and bankers in 
the past have not been in the prac- 
tice of operating automobile com- 
panies for any great length of time 

Willys-Overland is naturally be- 
ing mentioned as the party to a 
possible merger It is not thought 
likely that a merger imminent

In these words, Alvan Macauley, 
president of the National Anto- 
mobile Chamber of Commerce and 
head of the Packard Motor Car 
Company, testifying today before 
the metals sub-committee of the 
Senate Finance Committee, ¢x- 
pressed the attitude of America’s 
automotive industry on the pro- 
posal of Congress to revise the 
present tariff of 25 per cent. 

At the same time, Mr. Macauley 
dispelled all fears of a conflict with 
organized labor when he declared 
that the automotive industry could 
not assume responsibility for open- 
ing the doors to free competition by 
foreign labor in American markets 
through consenting to placing mo- 
tor cars on the free list, without 
first trying out a partial reduction, 
idding that “neither do we believe 
that Congress should do so.” 

Announcement of the industry's 
acceptance of a reduction of 15 per 
cent. in the tariff is in line with the 
recommendation of Senator Reed 
Smoot. chairman of the Finance 
Committee, details of which were 
published by the Automotive Daily 
News yesterday 

Senator David Reed of Pennsyl- 
vania, a member of the committee,

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Cook County Registrations Set New Six Months’ Record: 


Returns Show 37.6% 
Increase Over Same 


Period Last Year 


Chicago, July 11.—New all-time 
records in passenger car registra- 
tions were set for the first half 
of 1929 in Cook County, the gain 
ever the corresponding period of 
1928 having been 37.6 per cent. 
The total figures were 65,658 for 
the first six months this year and 
47,711 for 1928. 

The previous best new car regis- 
tration for the first half was that 

of 1926, when 52,191 were listed. The 
gain this year over that period was 
25.8 per cent. 

Twenty-one of the _ individual 
makes had gains for the 1929 period 
over last year. There were also 
substantial gains in computing the 
groups, General Motors units and 
the Chrysler each having healthy 
increases. 

Ford had comparative figures of 
16,268 for this year and 2,250 for 
1928, a gain of 14,018 for 1929, which 
lacked nearly 4,000 cars of acc ount - 
ing for the © ‘ire gain this yea 

Ford cont.nuously held the lead 
since the turn of the year with its 
peak registrations of 3,569 cars in 


May, and February listed as the 
lowest month with 1,426. 

Chevrolet, in second place, had a 
loss of 26.8 per cent., comparative 
figures having been 8,237 for 1929 
and 11,276 for 1928. There were two 
outstanding months — March and 
April—in Chevrolet listings, the 
totals having been 1,936 and 1.938 
respectively 

Although Pontiac finished third 


and Essex fourth. as individual cars, 
the positions were reversed figuring 
groups. Pontiac had 4,264 this year 
and 2.978 last, with Essex scoring 
4,011 for 1929 and 2,892 for 1928. 
The Hudson-Essex group had a 
total of 5,767. compared with 5,336 
for Oakland-Pontiac. This compared 
with 4,198 for Hudson-Essex last 
year and 3,917 for Oakland-Pontiac. 
Essex was closely pressed for 
third place by Nash, which easily 
led in its price class with a total 
of 3,942, a gain of 49.2 per cent. 


over the preceding year, when 
2,642 cars were registered. Nash 
had the best year in its history 


in the county, and it is noteworthy 
that until very recently deliveries 

have not been equal to the de- 

mand. Peak months for Nash were 

967 in April, 927 in May. 

Buick occupied fifth place with 
3,120, which was not equal to the 
showing of last year. Deliveries are 
now coming through on the Mar- 
quette and it is the expectation that 
before the end of the year the 
Buick-Marquette combination 
make up the present deficit. 

The Chrysler and the Plymouth 
are combined because the Plymouth 
as an individual car did not make 
its appearance until June, last year, 
having previously been listed as the 


four-cylinder Chrysler. The total for | 


the pair this year was 2,606, good 
enough for seventh place, while 


Chrysler registered 2,161 in 1928 for | 


the same pericd. 


Studebaker was eighth with 2,159, | 


while a close race developed for 
ninth with Dodge registering 2,067, 
Oldsmobile 2,029 and Graham-Paige 
2,027. Dodge had a gain of 29.1 per 
cent. over 1928, when it listed 1,601 
while Oldsmobile had 65.6 per cent. 
and Graham-Paige 32. Figuring the 
new Viking 
Oldsmobile, the total this year was 
2,139, there having been 110 Viking 
deliveries in this territory since its 
introduction in May. 

Packard continues to lead in its 
price class, having a total of 1,651, 
as against 1,614 for the Cadillac-La- 


Salle combination. Packard has had | 


a consistently good year with 394 


and 396 as the peak figures for April | 


and May respectively. 


The Willys products registered a | 


lead for the period with 2,252 as 
against 2,155 in 1928. Whippet 
models had a gain of 9.1 per cent. 
The separation of the Whippet and 
Willys-Knight lines has proved a

J. Hay, Inc.,
